Fifteen academic departments at North Scott 
High School offer courses in various areas, from the 
standards of English, math, social studies and 
sctence to agriculture, and driver education. Recent 
building additions have enlarged the science and 
industrial arts areas. The special education wing 
completed in 1980 is one of the best facilities in the 
state. The home-building class, which began in 1976, 
provides a "hands on" work experience and a lasting 
example of work for the students involved. The list of 
classes offered to students, which is reviewed 
periodically, provides for a great variety, allowing 
the North Scott student to a plana class schedule to 
fulfill many needs. 


Athletica--- 


North Scott took a big step in the area of athletics 
tn 1978, when it left the Big Bend conference to join 
the Misstssippi-Light, the most prestigious activiltes 
conference tn the state. Since that time, North Scott 
has captured one conference championship and 
actively competes in varsity sports for both boys and 
girls,
